
Hensley Bound Over to Grand Jury 


Last Thursday, 
in Owsley County District 
Court the Preliminary Hear¬ 
ing was held for Josh Hensley 
29, of Booneville, KY. Josh 
was charged with Assault 1st 
Degree - Domestic Violence 
for allegedly attempting to 
stab his wife, Andrea Bennett. 
Josh was also charged with 
Assault, 1st Degree for al¬ 
legedly shooting Jason Reed 
in the back with a 12 gauge 
shotgun. He is also charged 
with 4 counts of wanton en- 
dangerment because alleg¬ 
edly there were 4 individuals, 
including minors within the 
vicinity of the shooting. He 
was also charged with Crimi¬ 
nal Trespass - 1st Degree. 

The reason of this 
hearing was to find if there 
was sufficient evidence for 
it to be bound it over to the 
grand jury. 

The first witness 
called to the stand by the 
Commonwealth Attorney 
was Detective Rob Morris 
from the Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice, Post 7. He stated a call 
came in at approximately 
3:04 p.m. From the Owsley 
County Sheriffs Office ask¬ 
ing for assistance in a stab¬ 
bing/shooting incident on 708 
in Owsley County. When he 
and several other officers 
arrived on the scene they 


began their investigation. 
One trooper interviewed the 
witnesses, another trooper 
photographed the scene and 
Detective Morris walked the 
scene and gathered informa¬ 
tion from the other troopers; 
the Owsley County Sheriffs 
Office and the Booneville 
City Police. 

Detective Mor¬ 
ris interviewed Hensley at 
the Owsley County Sheriffs 
Office. He stated that Mr. 
Hensley went to talk to his 
wife because she had been 
gone for several days to ask 
her to come home. She was 
staying at her sister’s home, 
Brenda Reed. When he went 
in, they began talking. De¬ 
tective Morris stated that Mr. 
Hensley said that when his 
wife said she wasn’t com¬ 
ing home, he snapped. She 
went into the living room, he 
went into the kitchen and got 
two knives. Detective Mor¬ 
ris stated that Mr. Hensley 
said he wanted to kill her. 
Detective Morris stated that 
Hensley said that one of the 
knives broke so he picked up 
a tart burner and started hit¬ 
ting her in the head until it 
broke and then he picked up a 
piece of it and tried to cut her 
throat with it. That’s when 
Jason Reed came to the door, 
came in and Mr. Hensley got 


off top of Andrea. Detective 
Morris stated that Hensley 
said he then went to the bed¬ 
room got the shotgun went to 
the living room saw Jason in 
the door. Jason begin run¬ 
ning and he shot him in the 
back. He then realized what 
he had done and he tried to 
help by rendering ad to him. 

No other witnesses 
were called. Judge William 
Leach found sufficient evi¬ 
dence to bound the case over 
to the grand jury. Brittney 
Oliver, Attorney for Hensley 
requested that Hensley’s bond 
be amended to $50,000 cash 
and $100,000 property. The 
Commonwealth Attorney 
opposed any and all amend¬ 
ments to the bond which 
was set at $50,000 cash only. 
Judge Leach agreed and left 
the bond as is. 

The domestic vio¬ 
lence case was also heard be¬ 
tween Andrea and Josh Hens¬ 
ley. Andrea was represented 
by Ms. Samantha Rhodes. 
Evident was presented to the 
judge. Sufficient evidence 
was found by the judge to iss- 
sue a Domestic Violence Or¬ 
der that will be in place and 
effective for 3 years. Cus¬ 
tody of the minor child was 
also granted to Ms. Hensley.

— Owsley County High 
School’s cooking team will 
travel to the Kentucky Ex¬ 
position Center for the sec¬ 
ond annual Kentucky Farm 
to School Junior Chef State 
Tournament during the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair. Owsley 
County is scheduled to take 
on Corbin at 9 a.m. Friday. 

“The Farm to School 
Junior Chef program teaches 
basic food preparation to 
Kentucky high school stu¬ 
dents,” Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer said. “It 
also raises awareness of the 
variety and quality of Ken¬ 
tucky Proud products. The 
teams in the state tournament 
endured rigorous district and 
regional competitions to get 
here. I’m proud of all these 


students for what they have 
achieved.” 

The tournament will 
conclude with the champi¬ 
onship match-up on Aug. 22 
at 10 a.m. All cook offs will 
take place at the Gourmet 
Garden Stage in the lobby of 
South Wing A. 

The teams will com¬ 
pete for more than $70,000 in 
scholarship money from Lou¬ 
isville-based Sullivan Uni¬ 
versity. Sullivan will offer a 
$6,000 scholarship to each 
member of the champion 
team; a $4,000 scholarship to 
each member of the runner- 
up team; and a $2,000 schol¬ 
arship to each member of the 
other two semi-finalist teams. 
Sullivan also will present a 
knife set to the winning team. 
John Wiley & Sons will 


award $600 to the winning 
team and will present a copy 
of “The Visual Food Lover’s 
Guide” to every contestant. 
An “All Junior Chef Team” 
and a “Top Chef’ will be 
named at the championship 
cook off. 

The Junior Chef 
competition is part of the 
Kentucky Department of Ag¬ 
riculture’s Farm to School 
Program. Junior Chef encour¬ 
ages high school students to 
learn how to cook by using 
local ingredients to prepare 
healthy meals while at the 
same time teaching students 
about agriculture, marketing, 
organization, teamwork, and 
community involvement.

Kentucky River 
Community Care along 
with Recovery Kentucky 
will begin a new long-term 
recovery approach with the 
opening of the Hickory Hill 
Recovery Center in Knott 
Co. 

"There are so many 
folks from our region who 
have been traumatized by 
addiction, so many fami¬ 
lies. This is a resource," said 
Sheila Allen, vice president 
of Community Care Devel¬ 
opment and Management, 
Inc. 

The new facility is currently 
under construction and is 
expected to be fully opera¬ 
tional by December 2014. 

Hickory Hill will 
be located off KY 80 in the 
Emmalena, Bearville com¬ 
munity. The new facility 
will provide a fresh opportu¬ 
nity for one hundred men to 
recover from dmg and alco¬ 
hol addiction. The expected 
length of 

the program is between 12 
and 14 months. 

Hickory Hill will 
be the 11th Recovery Ken¬ 
tucky Center in the state. 
The center is not only a re¬ 
covery 

support system but it is also 


a housing initiative. The 
program was designed to 
help reduce the state’s drug 
dependent population while 
also resolving some of it’s 
homeless issues; helping 
people recover from 
addiction while moving 
them toward a more produc¬ 
tive life. 

Hickory Hill will 
use a recovery program 
model that includes Peer to 
Peer Mentorship, which in¬ 
volves 

program graduates to help 
those who are gaining their 
sobriety. Peer mentors assist 
the staff by teaching 
daily classes and by review¬ 
ing assigned paperwork 
turned in by participants. 
Daily living skills training, 
job 

responsibilities and practical 
living experiences will also 
be taught as part of the pro¬ 
gram. The program 
model has been demonstrat¬ 
ed successfully by several 
other centers in KY, which 
were models for the 
program, and was named "A 
Model That Works" by the 
U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services

“A Hidden Gem” - Sag 
Hollow Golf Course by 
Glenmore Jones 

The other day, my wife, 
Carolyn, took me on a 
tour into the mountains. 
She wanted to see Sag 
Hollow. I thought it was a 
state park or another sce¬ 
nic place she had not vis¬ 
ited before. When she in¬ 
formed me it was a 9-hole 
golf course in Booneville, 
I perked up. Sag Hollow 
turned out to be one of 
the prettiest and exciting 
9 hole golf courses I have 
seen in a while. It has 5 
tees on most holes and 
they are knee knockers. 
It is on 100 acres carved 
out of the mountains with 
water present on 8 of the 
9 holes. It plays 6,844 
yards from the gold tees 
and 4,566 from the reds. 
Course rating for the 
golds is 73.2/132 and 


the reds 68.3/118. The 
course record is 65 from 
the golds. The 2 most 
spectacular holes are the 
2 par 3 holes, No.3 and 
No.6. The greens are 100 
to 150 feet below the 
trees. Wow! The distance 
from the golds is 156 and 
243 yards respectively. 
The No.9 hole had an in¬ 
timidating tee box up on 
the mountain and a knee 
knocker to climb up to. 
On 3 of the holes you 
should have a seat belt for 
the golf cart. It is a breath 
taking little golf course 
and worth the $14 fee just 
to ride the course. When 
we arrived at the golf 
course we went into the 
rustic log cabin pro shop 
and were greeted by head 
pro Eric Mason and staff. 
Eric is a nice young man 
and an outstanding golfer 
as well. He was Kentucky 
State Amateur Champion 
in 2001 and 2002. He also 
won the Berea Invitation¬ 
al in 2012 and I’m sure 


many more. Eric invited 
us to take a golf cart and 
take a tour of the course. 
We graciously accepted 
his offer. After our won¬ 
derful tour of the course, 
we returned to the club¬ 
house, thanked our host 
and headed home. The 
ride home was a trip 
down memory lane for 
me. 76 years ago in 1938, 
I went to Booneville 
with the Madison High 
School Band and we 
performed at the Owsley 
County Fair; my sister 
Jane Hall, and my cous¬ 
in, John Lee Jones were 
also in that band. I ran a 
Honey Krust Bread route 
in that area in 1951 and 
1952 also. On the way 
home, Carolyn toured 
down to Heidelberg on 
the Kentucky River, 
which I hadn’t seen in 
umpteen years. We also 
passed hall of famer Earl 
B. Combs’ birthplace in 
Owsley County. I always 
considered Charles, Don, 
Craig and John Combs as 
friends. It was one won¬ 
derful day for me and 
one of those unexpected 
joyful times that happen 
when you least expect 
it. Wow! Thanks, Matey, 
you are tops!

DIVORCE 

As mentioned last 
week I received a ques¬ 
tion from a reader of the 
Murphysboro American in 
Murphysboro, Illinois about 
divorce in the situation of 
abuse. Last week, I respond¬ 
ed with the Biblical rela¬ 
tionship between a husband 
and wife, emphasizing how 
they should treat one an¬ 
other. This week, to further 
answer the question we will 
look at the subject of divorce 
as outlined in the Scripture. 
Remember, the Bible also 
uses the term “to put away” 
in speaking of divorce. 

The first mention of 
divorce in the Bible is when 
Moses gives the law (Deu¬ 
teronomy 24:1-4). If this 
were the only passage about 
divorce, it would seem as if 
God didn’t mind divorce for 
any reason. The reason for 
divorce in this passage is, 
“and it come to pass that she 
find no favour in his eyes, 
because he hath found some 
uncleanness in her: then let 
him write her a bill of di¬ 
vorcement.” The passage 
goes on and explains that the 
wife may remarry and the 
only restriction given is that 
if the woman is divorced 
from husband number two 
she cannot return to husband 
number one. 

Then Jesus came 

along. 

In Mathew 19:3-9, when 
the Pharisees were trying to 
corner Jesus with his words, 
there is an interesting ex¬ 
change. The Pharisees asked 
him if a couple could be di¬ 
vorced for any reason. He 
responded by explaining that 
when a couple marry the two 
become one and what “God 
hath joined together, let not 
man put asunder.” 

The Pharisees 
quickly respond with the 
passage from Deuteronomy; 
more or less saying divorce 
is okay for almost any rea¬ 
son. 

Christ answers them by 
informing them of their own 
hearts and the will of God, 
“Moses because of the hard¬ 
ness of your hearts suffered 
you to put away your wives: 
but from the beginning it 
was not so.” He goes on to 
explain that adultery is the 
only acceptable reason for 
divorce and in such cases the 
adulterer is not to remarry. 

The Apos¬ 
tle Paul, however, gives one 
more reason for divorce, but 
only in a particular circum¬ 
stance. The Apostles taught 
that believers should only 
marry other believers (2 
Corinthians 6:14-16 as an 
example). 

The question arose 
among early Christians that 
if we are to only marry other 
believers; what is to be done 
in the situation when some¬ 
one becomes a Christian and 


they are already married to a 
nonbeliever. 

Paul gives an answer in 
1 Corinthians 7:12-16. The 
believer is to remain married 
to the unbeliever, however, 
if because of the spouses 
new found faith the unbe¬ 
liever seeks a divorce, then 
the Christian, “is not under 
bondage in such cases: but 
God hath called us to peace.” 
To summarize this particular 
circumstance, if a person be¬ 
comes a believer and their 
unbelieving spouse divorces 
them, then the believer is not 
bound to the marriage. 

Now, 

what about abuse? There is 
one last passage to consider. 
Malachi 2:14-16. This pas¬ 
sage talks of anyone who 
deals “treacherously” with 
his wife. The Hebrew word 
“bagad” is what is trans¬ 
lated as the word “treach¬ 
erously” here. It means to 
cover, to act covertly, to 
pillage, deal deceitfully, of¬ 
fend, transgress, unfaithful. 
Long story short, if a man 
has done anything concern¬ 
ing his wife that he must 
hide; he has dealt treacher¬ 
ously with her. How many 
women have covered with 
sunglasses and/or makeup a 
bruise or a mark left on her 
body by her husband? 

Also, in this passage, God’s 
only remark about divorce 
is that He hates it (see vl6). 
God makes no remarks here 
if the wife should divorce or 
husband or not. It appears 
that spouse abuse, divorce 
and really, any trouble in 
marriage, frustrates God as 
much, if not more than it 
does us. 

From here on I 
speak with my heart. 

If a woman came 
to me and told me her hus¬ 
band hit her; I would tell 
her to leave. Not necessarily 
divorce, but to leave. If she 
was walking down a dark 
street and someone started 
following her and the threat 
of physical danger was 
there, anyone with common 
sense would agree that she 
should get out of the area to 
a place of safety as quickly 
as possible. I see no differ¬ 
ence here. 

Can a marriage be saved 
after physical abuse has oc¬ 
curred? Yes but only through 
Christ. Behavior basically 
does not change without a 
change of heart and God is 
the only one that can pro¬ 
vide an everlasting change 
of heart inside an individual 
(Matthew 12:43-45).
